Some  years  ago  I  was  asked  by 
“The  Ethicist”  in  the  New 
York  Times  Magazine  sec¬ 
tion  to  write  an  answer  to  the 
problem  of  a  car  mechanic  who  made 
disparaging  remarks  about  minori¬ 
ties,  gays,  etc.  Should  one  continue  to 
patronize  his  machine  shop?  My  answer 
was  as  follows: 

I  suspect  that  even  those  of  us  who 
claim  to  have  a  strong  sense  of  justice 
are  sometimes  hesitant  to  act  to  our  own 
detriment. 

My  son-in-law,  who  is  a  native 
Spanish  speaker,  recently  had  the  good 
fortune  to  find  a  taxi  during  a  New 
York  City  rainstorm.  The  cab  driver, 
not  thinking  that  he  might  be  Jewish, 
proceeded  to  make  various  slurs  against 
the  Jews  in  the  city.  My  son-in-law  kept 
quiet.  The  driving  was  bad  enough 
already  and  he  did  not  wish  to  further 
endanger  his  life.  As  far  as  the  tip  was 
concerned?. . . 

Reflecting  our  particular  dilemma  I 
ask  myself  what  would  I  do  if  my  barber 
made  anti-Semitic  remarks.  This,  in 
fact,  is  unlikely  since  he  is  Israeli!  I, 
naturally,  would  not  return  to  his  shop. 
Shouldn’t  I  feel  almost  equally  upset 
when  other  groups  are  maligned?  Fur¬ 
thermore,  if  I  still  maintain  a  relation¬ 
ship  with  such  a  hateful  person,  surely,  I 
would  be  condoning  his  behavior. 


In  many  ways  it  is  easy  for  me  to  be 
so  high-minded  living  in  a  large  me¬ 
tropolis  for  I  have  a  wide  choice  of  good 
mechanics.  However  good  this  particu¬ 
lar  one  may  be — I  could  go  elsewhere. 

Jewish  law  and  tradition  teaches  that 
one  should  keep  far  from  an  evil  person. 
Certainly,  one  can  try  to  persuade 
such  people  of  the  errors  of  their  ways. 
This,  however,  goes  just  so  far.  If  after 
repeated  attempts  to  reason  with  the 
other  party,  he  fails  to  respond,  then  the

y  the  first  week  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  our  application  seeking 
a  Senior  Rabbi  for  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  be 
filed  with  the  Rabbinical  Assembly.

gation,  the  Rabbinic  Search  Commit¬ 
tee  held  a  number  of  sessions  in  April 
and  May  and  conducted  a  board  level 
session  in  the  Fall.  In  April  and  May, 
the  entire  congregation  was  invited  to 
discuss  those  attributes  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  should  prioritize  in  conducting 
the  search.  There  were  approximately 
200  congregants  who  attended  these 
sessions.  Additionally,  the  questions 
discussed  at  these  sessions  were  made 
available  to  the  entire  congregation. 
This  elicited  an  additional  50-60  re¬ 
sponses.  These  formal  responses  were 
augmented  by  a  number  of  letters  from 
congregants  expressing  their  views. 

In  the  fall,  the  Board  meeting  ses¬ 
sions  focused  on  the  institution. 


Members  of  the  Board,  the  Advisory 
Council  and  the  Arms  Presidents  were 
asked  what  they  see  as  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
and  to  outline  the  greatest  challenges  we 
face  over  the  next  five  years. 

The  responses  from  these  sessions 
guided  the  Search  Committee  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  application  and  it  is  these 
responses  that  will  form  the  rubric  by 
which  the  candidates  are  evaluated. 

It  is  my  expectation  that  the  Search 
Committee  will  see  our  first  candidates 
during  the  winter  of  2006-2007.  With 
almost  two  years  to  find  the  right  person 
for  the  job,  the  committee  is  positioned 
to  serve  the  Synagogue  well.  They  have 
the  time  to  conscientiously  and  thor¬ 
oughly  search  the  world  to  find  the  right 
person  for  this  important  responsibility. 

My  gratitude  goes  to  our  Search 
Committee,  chaired  by  Geoffrey  Col¬ 
vin,  with  members  Joanne  Davis,  Roger 
Einiger,  Rachael  First,  Steve  Friedman 
and  Brian  Lustbader  (  with  ex-officio 
members  Menachem  Rosensaft  and 
myself)  for  the  seriousness  of  purpose 
they  have  already  shown  for  the  task. 

I  will  periodically  use  this  column 
to  update  you  on  the  process  and  at  all 
times  the  committee  welcomes  your

and  aspiring  professionals,  and  its 
rabbi  became  a  major  spokesperson 
for  Modern  Orthodoxy  by  pioneering 
the  first  Advanced  Talmud  Study 
Program  for  women,  as  well  as  the 
first  Synagogue  service  conducted  for 
women  by  women,  in  1971. 

In  1983,  at  the  peak  of  his 
professional  career  in  America,  Rabbi 
Riskin  left  New  York  with  his  family  to 
become  the  rabbi  of  the  City  of  Efrat,  a 
burgeoning  settlement  in  Gush  Etzion 
seven  miles  south  of  Jerusalem,  which 
since  1976  he,  together  with  Moshe 
Moshkowitz,  had  been  working  on 
establishing.  Efrat  now  numbers  close 
to  8,000  residents,  and  is  considered  to 
be  the  central  city  of  the  Etzion  Bloc. 
The  decision  was  difficult;  Rabbi  Riskin 
loved  his  New  York  lifestyle  and  had 
professional  gratification.  However,  he 
strongly  believed  that  Israel  was  the 
place  for  Jews,  and  that  especially  in  the 
post-Holocaust  era,  the  Jewish  future 
lay  in  Israel.  In  light  of  today’s  difficult 
circumstances,  Rabbi  Riskin’s  beliefs 
have  only  been  reinforced.

This  past  summer  I  continued  my 
participation  in  the  JTS-HUC  Leader¬ 
ship  Institute  for  Congregational  School 
Principals.  Together  with  educators  from 
throughout  the  metropolitan  area,  I 
studied,  discussed,  and  analyzed,  and  as 
a  result  I  gained  a  great  deal.  I  plan  on 
applying  so  much  of  what  I  learned  at 
the  Institute  in  the  coming  school  year. 

In  fact,  I  already  have.  And  as  I  write 
this,  school  hasn’t  even  started  yet! 

My  two-day  teacher  orientation 
program  was  greatly  influenced  by  my 
Leadership  Institute  experience.  Each 
time  a  day  of  learning  at  the  LI  began 
with  a  niggun  (melody  without  words), 

I  was  reminded  of  how  much  I  love  to 
sing.  After  the  niggun  everyone  in  the 
room  seemed  happier.  I  thought,  “That’s 
how  I  would  like  to  start  my  Shabbat 
services  or  teacher  orientation.”  And 
so  I  did.  The  niggun  created  a  special 
mood  in  our  faculty  meeting.  It  helped 
everyone  relax,  connect  with  each  other, 
and  start  the  day  with  a  spiritual  feeling. 

Ail  of  the  participants  in  the 
Leadership  Institute  have  come  to  feel 
like  one  big  family.  “That’s  how  I  want 
my  school  to  be,”  I  thought.  “A  big 
family,  a  place  that  both  students  and 
teachers  will  see  as  a  second  home.”  I 
learned  at  the  LI  that  I  can  change  the 
typical  and  overused  ice-breaker  activity 
of  going  around  in  a  circle  and  having 
everyone  introduce  themselves  with  their 
name,  congregation,  and  professional 
experience.  Instead,  I  can  encourage 
each  person  to  share  a  little  about 
him/herself  on  a  personal  level.  People 
can  share  about  a  hobby,  an  interest,  or 
anything  they  wish  (“I  am  training  for 
the  marathon,”  “I  have  eight  children,” 

“I  write  poetry,”)  and  the  result  is  a 
warmer,  more  trusting  atmosphere,  I 
tried  this  at  my  orientation  and  it  did, 
indeed,  make  a  difference.  A  teacher 


may  discover  that  he/she  shares  a  hobby 
or  interest  with  another  teacher,  for 
example,  and  friendships  are  formed. 
Sharing  personal  information  also  just 
“loosens  up”  everyone,  reminding  them 
that  they  are  not  just  work  colleagues, 
but  real  people  with  real  lives  outside  of 
school. 

One  speaker  at  the  summer  institute 
was  from  “Baba  Ganews”  magazine. 
Although  this  wonderful  publication  was 
distributed  to  the  students  at  our  school, 
it  was  rarely  discussed  in  class.  After 
listening  to  the  speaker,  I  realized  that 
by  merely  sending  home  the  magazine, 
we  were  not  getting  the  most  out  of  it 
pedagogically.  I  decided  to  invite  this 
same  speaker  to  address  our  faculty.  She 
explained  to  my  teachers  how  they  can 
use  “Baba  Ganews”  in  the  classroom  as 
an  educational  tool. 

I  initiated  a  discussion  with  my 
faculty  based  on  one  I  took  part 
in  during  the  summer  seminar  on 
challenges  to  liberal  Jewish  identity. 

I  related  to  the  teachers  the  story  of 
a  young  man  in  college  spending 
his  first  Shabbat  there  with  another 
Jewish  friend.  He  felt  lost  during  hand 
washing,  Kiddush,  and  birchat  hamitzon. 

I  posed  questions  to  the  teachers: 
what  challenges  does  the  young  man 
face  as  he  experiences  this  Shabbat 
evening  experience?  How  might  he 
then  feel  about  his  own  authenticity 
as  he  goes  through  this  experience? 

How  should  Hebrew  School  education 
have  prepared  him  for  this?  And  are 
we  doing  our  job  the  best  that  we  can? 

I  was  pleasantly  surprised  to  see  that 
almost  everyone  from  our  faculty  of  30 
teachers  participated  in  the  discussion. 
They  gave  me  so  much  to  think  about 
on  how  to  enhance  our  curriculum  to 
better  suit  our  students  so  that  they  will 
have  stronger  Hebrew  skills,  more  Judaic 
knowledge,  and  heighten  Jewish  identity. 

Inspired  by  a  session  we  had  this 
summer  on  staff  development,  I  decided 


to  work  with  my  teachers  on  our  second 
day  of  orientation  on  defining  a  vision. 

I  shared  my  vision  with  my  teachers 
and  invited  them  to  ask  themselves  the 
following  questions:  What  difference 
am  I  trying  to  make  personally?  What  is 
one  new  strategy  I  will  implement  this 
year?  What  is  my  vision  as  a  teacher? 
How  can  I  make  a  difference  in  the  life 
of  a  child?  What  is  one  incident  that 
best  exemplifies  my  vision  as  a  teacher? 

I  can’t  tell  you  how  active  all  the  teachers 
were  during  this  session. 

During  the  Leadership  Institute, 
all  of  the  participants  shared  with  each 
other  much  of  their  own  experiences 
in  Jewish  education.  We  had  an 
opportunity  to  learn  from  each  other. 
This  made  me  realize  how  we  don’t 
always  take  full  advantage  of  the 
resources  that  are  available  to  us.  I 
decided  to  invite  a  representative  from 
MATAN,  the  organization  for  Jewish 
special-needs  children,  to  come  address 
the  teachers.  Our  school  has  special- 
needs  classes  with  trained  teachers,  yet  I 
felt  the  regular  faculty  should  also  learn 
more  about  children  with  special  needs. 

The  Leadership  Institute  gave  me  the 
confidence  to  initiate  new  programs  in 
my  congregational  school,  as  well.  We 
are  introducing  a  new  bar/bat  mitzvah 
program  for  Kitah  Vav  students,  which 
will  include  a  great  deal  of  family 
involvement.  I  am  also  planning  on 
making  changes  to  make  our  Shabbat 
services  more  creative  and  participatory, 
so  that  the  children  will  get  the  most  out 
of  them. 

In  short,  my  two-day  teacher 
orientation  was  a  wonderful  experience, 
and  I  believe  the  teachers  got  a  great 
deal  out  of  it.  I  know  deep  in  my  heart 
that  the  workshops,  discussions,  and 
planning  sessions  would  not  have  been 
so  successful  without  my  participation  in 
the  Leadership  Institute  Seminar.

As  we  approach  the  annual  Food  Pantry  Thanksgiving  distribu¬ 
tion  (this year  on  Wednesday,  November  22nd),  I  want  to  relate  a 
story  from  last  years  program. 

Imagine  if  you  can,  hundreds  of  people  gathered  outside  the 
gates  of  the  synagogue.  Some  of  them  had  been  lined  up 
since  early  that  morning.  Our  High  School  students  (about 
25  of  them)  were  ready — and  they  worked  tirelessly  for  the 
next  several  hours,  handing  out  turkeys,  bags  of  food  and 
smiles.  They  wished  each  and  every  client  a  good  holiday — in 
English  and  in  Spanish,  and  they  made  sure  that  all  of  their 
families  had  plenty  to  eat. 

As  the  last  client  left,  we  looked  in  disbelief  at  the  food  still 
waiting  in  the  hallway.  They  had  handed  out  almost  500 
turkeys  and  bags  of  food,  but  some  people  who  had  made 


reservations  hadn’t  come  for  their  packages.  And  these 
students,  exhausted  and  spent,  sprang  back  into  action.  We 
called  every  food  pantry  and  hot  meal  program  we  could  find 
and  when  finally,  we  were  able  to  find  an  organization  still 
open  after  6:00  pm  the  day  before  Thanksgiving,  our  students 
stayed  to  load  the  van  and  make  sure  that  all  the  food  was 
handed  out. 

Many  of  us  look  forward  to  Thanksgiving  as  a  great  long 
weekend,  a  good  opportunity  to  get  out  of  town — to  ski,  to 
visit  family,  to  travel  and  we  know  that  we  all  have  so  much 
to  be  thankful  for.  But  to  be  here  for  this  truly  amazing 
afternoon — to  see  the  faces  of  our  students — current  and 
alum,  as  much  as  of  our  clients,  is  a  Thanksgiving  blessing 
like  no  other.
